to  take  such  testimony,  as  it  deems  necessary.  Subpenas  may  be  issued  under 
the  signature  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee  or  any  subcommittee,  or  by  any 
member  designated  by  any  such  chairman,  and  may  be  served  by  any  person 
designated  by  any  such  chairman  or  member.

SYNOPSIS 


On  July  26,  1957,  the  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  in 
executive  session,  interrogated  Susan  Warren  Frank  who  has  been 
identified  in  public  documents  as  a  functionary  of  the  Communist 
Party  in  New  York  City. 

Diu-ing  the  committee's  hearings  on  the  use  of  American  passports 
by  Communist  Party  members  and  adherents  Playwright  Arthur 
Miller  denied  that  in  1943  he  had  apphed  for  membership  in  the 
Communist  Party  and  that  he  had  been  assigned  to  the  Stuyvesant 
Club  of  the  Communist  Party.  At  the  time  of  the  interrogation  of 
Miller,  the  committee  possessed  information  that  he  had  been  pro- 
posed for  membership  in  the  Communist  Party  by  Susan  Warren 
[Susan  Warren  Frank]. 

In  the  course  of  the  interrogation  the  witness  was  shown  a  photo- 
static copy  of  IMiller's  application  for  membership  in  the  Communist 
Party  bearing  the  signatiu-e  of  Sue  Warren  [Frank].  She  invoked 
the  fifth  amendment  with  respect  to  this  application,  and  to  all  other 
questions  dealing  with  her  Communist  activities. 

The  investigation  of  the  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities 
shows  that,  in  addition  to  serving  as  a  Communist  Part}^  functionary, 
Susan  Warren  Frank  has  lectm^ed  at  the  Jefferson  School  of  Social 
Science  and  has  ^vritten  articles  for  such  Communist  publications  as 
Masses  and  Mainstream,  Far  East  Spotlight,  and  New  World 
Review.  As  a  lecturer  and  as  an  author  she  has  consistently  endorsed 
the  Communist  regime  in  China  and  the  Kremlin's  policies  in  the 
Far  East.  Although  she  has  been  publicly  described  b}^  the  Com- 
munist press  as  an  "expert"  in  this  field,  it  is  noteworthy  that,  in 
her  appearance  before  the  committee,  Miss  Warren  admitted  that 
she  had  never  traveled  outside  of  the  United  States  and  therefore 
possessed  no  firsthand  knowledge  of  conditions  in  that  part  of  the 
world  about  which  she  lectured  or  wrote.

Mr.  GoLLOBiN.  When? 

Mr.  Arens.  1945.

Miss  Warren.  I  decline  for  the  same  reasons. 

Mr.  Arens.  Were  you  working  in  an  office,  or  was  yom*  address 
103  East  110th  Street,  room  25,  New  York  City,  in  1945? 

Miss  Warren.  I  decline. 

Mr.  Arens.  You  have  authored  articles  for  the  Worker,  the  DaUy 
Worker  in  New  York  City? 

Miss  Warren.  I  decline  to  answer  that  for  the  same  reasons. 

Mr.  Arens.  "WTiat  has  been  the  principal  source  of  yom*  income  in 
the  com'se  of  these  last  5  years? 

Miss  Warren.  I  decline  to  answer  that. 

Mr.  Arens.  Have  you  had  an  outside  incom.e  for  yourself  other 
than  the  support  which  your  husband  has  given  to  you? 

Miss  Warren.  I  decline  to  answer  that. 

Mr.  Arens.  Do  j^ou  know  whether  or  not  Ai-thm-  Miller,  the  play- 
wi'ight,  has  ever  been  a  mxember  of  the  Communist  Party? 

Miss  Warren.  I  decline  to  answer  that  for  the  same  reasons  given. 

Mr.  Arens.  Have  you  ever  served  in  a  closed  Communist  Party 
meeting  with  the  playwright,  Arthur  Miller? 

Miss  Warren.  I  decline  to  answer  that  for  the  same  reasons. 

Mr.  Arens.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  the  playwi'ight,  Arthur 
Miller,  is  now  under  Communist  Party  discipline? 

(The  witness  conferred  with  her  counsel.) 

Miss  Warren.  I  decline  to  answer  that  for  the  same  reasons  that 
I  have  given. 

(The  witness  conferred  with  her  counsel.) 

Mr.  Arens.  Do  you  know,  or  have  you  ever  known,  a  person  by 
the  name  of  Arnaucl  D'Usseau? 

Miss  Warren.  I  decline  to  answer  that  for  the  same  reasons. 

Mr.  Arens.  Mr.  Chau^man  that  will  conclude  the  interrogation  of 
this  witness. 

The  Chairman.  I  have  no  questions. 

Do  you  have  any  questions,  Mr.  Frazier? 

Mr.  Frazier.  I  have  no  questions.
